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Examiner's response: 

1. Applicant argues with regards to claim 1 1 that Suzuki et al. does not teach " a controller 
for controlling the electric charge accumulation time of said plurality of light receiving elements 
such . . . ., and selecting non-saturated signals among said plurality of types of output signals". 
The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Suzuki clearly teaches characteristic lines 12a, 12b, 12c 
corresponding to different charge accumulation times Tl, T2 and T3 respectively wherein Tl< 
T2<T3 (col. 4 lines 11-17, figure 6). Suzuki further teaches that for instance, if charge 
accumulation time T2 is set (corresponding to a region of un-saturation) a dynamic range 'd' is 
set (col. 4 lines 16-19). Suzuki also teaches that if charge accumulation time is changed from Tl 
to T3, the dynamic range is increased to d' (col. 4 lines 19-22) which is higher than 'd\ 
Therefore Suzuki teaches that dynamic range increases from d to d' as the charge accumulation 
times is increased from Tl to T3. Thus if T2 is set as the accumulation time (a region of 
unsaturation) a dynamic range greater than Tl is generated and if the accumulation time is 
further increased to T3 a higher dynamic range than Tl and T2 results. Therefore Suzuki teaches 
the claimed limitation "a plurality of types of outputs with different electric charge accumulation 
times are produced by each of said light-receiving elements, and selecting non-saturated signals 
among said plurality of types of output signals".
